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Councilmembers Join in Amicus 


Brief Opposing ICC Construction 


All five members of the 
Greenbelt City Council joined 
a host of other Prince George’s 
County elected officials in sign- 
ing on to amicus curiae (friend 
of the court) filings on Friday, 
September 7 at the Federal Dis- 
trict Court in Greenbelt. The 
brief opposes construction of the 
proposed 18-mile Intercounty 
Connector (ICC), a limited access 
toll highway between I-270 in 
Gaithersburg and I-95 in Laurel. 

The amicus briefs filed on 
behalf of the entire nine-member 
Prince George’s County Council, 
the Greenbelt City Council and 
other elected county and mu- 
nicipal officials are intended to 
support the Audubon Naturalist 
Society of the Central Atlantic 
States and others as plaintiffs in 
the Federal District Court case. 
They oppose arguments raised 
in cross motions for summary 
judgment filed by federal defen-

dants, the U.S. Department of 
Transportation and the Federal 
Highway Administration (referred 
to collectively as FHWA) and the 
intervenor-defendants, the State of 
Maryland acting on behalf of the 
Maryland State Highway Admin- 
istration (SHA). 

Specifically, the amicus fil- 
ings contend that the FHWA and 
the SHA have ignored concerns 
and objections raised by Prince 
George’s County during prepara- 
tion of the Final Environmental 
Impact Statement (FEIS) for the 
proposed highway and that the 
“Defendants’ decision-making 
process violates the National En- 
vironmental Policy Act (NEPA).” 

In addition to the Prince 
George’s County Council and 
the Greenbelt City Council, other 
signatories to the amicus briefs 
are Senator Paul Pinsky and Del- 
egates Justin Ross and Anne 
Healey of Maryland District 22, 


representing Greenbelt; Delegates 
Ben Barnes (former resident of 
Greenbelt), Barbara Frush and 
Joseline Pefa-Melnyk of District 
21 (College Park/Beltsville); and 
Senator Douglas Peters and Dele- 
gates James Hubbard and Marvin 
Holmes of District 23; Delegate 
Michael Vaughn of District 24; 
Delegates Veronica Turner and 
Kris Valderrama of District 26; 
Senator Gwen Britt (chair of 
the Prince George’s Senate Del- 
egation) and Delegates Jolene 
Ivey, Doyle Neimann and Victor 
Ramirez of District 47. 

Municipal signators were 
College Park Mayor Stephen 
Brayman and Council Mem- 
bers Stephanie Stullich, Andrew 
Fellows, Karen Hampton, Mary 
Cook, David Milligan and Robert 
Catlin; and the Mayor of Hyatts- 
ville.

Judith Davis Throws Her Hat

The second member of the 
Greenbelt City Council to file as 
a candidate for re-election 1s its 
current mayor, Judith F. Davis. 

Known to one and all as just 
“J,” Davis is in her seventh term 
on the city council. She has 
served as mayor since 1997. 

Prior to her election in 1993, 
she was a member of the city’s 
Advisory Planning Board (APB) 
for 10 years and was elected 
chair by that board’s members 
for five years from 1988 to 1992. 
Davis is the council liaison to the 
Friends of the Greenbelt Museum 
and to the Anacostia Trails Heri- 
tage Area board of directors. 

Presently Davis is the council’s 
representative to the Metropolitan 
Washington Council of Govern- 
ments (COG) board of directors. 
In 2005 she was elected chair 
of the COG board and served 
for one year. Davis is a mem- 
ber of COG’s Chesapeake Bay 
Policy Committee on which she 
has served since its inception. 
Currently she is the committee’s 
vice chair. She is COG’s liaison 
to the Advisory Board of the 
Institute of Regional Excellence 
and has been appointed to COG’s 
Ad Hoc Elected Officials’ Green 
Building Committee and the Cli- 
mate Change Steering Committee. 
In the past Davis has served on 
COG’s Budget/Finance Commit- 
tee, Ad Hoc Digital Divide Task 
Force, Strategic Planning Com- 
mittee and Executive Director 
Search Committee. 

In 2005 Davis was appointed 
to the Energy, Environment and 
Natural Resources Policy and 
Advocacy Steering Committee 
for the National League of Cit-

ies. She is a past president of 
both the Prince George’s County 
Municipal Association (PGCMA) 
and the Prince George’s Elected 
Municipal Women. Davis served 
nine years on PGCMA’s board of 
directors. This past June, Davis 
was re-elected to the Maryland 
Municipal League’s board of 
directors and its executive com- 
mittee, having previously served 
eight years on the board and two 
years on the executive committee. 
She is a member of Women in 
Government Service, Women in 
Municipal Government and the 
Maryland Mayors Association. In 
November 2002 Davis became a 
Graduate Fellow of the Academy 
for Excellence in Local Gover- 
nance established by the Institute 
for Government Service. 

Davis was appointed by the 
County Executive for five years 
to the Proposal Advisory Group 
for the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant Program of the 
County’s Department of Hous-

ing and Community Develop- 
ment. She has also served on 
the county’s Zoning Ordinance 
Review Task Force as one of its 
two municipal appointees. 

Davis retired in 1999 after 30 
years as a sixth grade teacher 
employed by the Prince George’s 
County Board of Education. 
An educator for 35 years, she 
holds bachelor’s and master’s 
degrees from West Chester State 
University in West Chester, Pa. 
She served the Prince George’s 
County Educators Association 
(PGCEA) as board member and 
treasurer and chaired host sub- 
committees of the National Edu- 
cation Association for three na- 
tional conventions. 

A condominium owner in the 
Greenbriar subdivision, Davis 
moved to Greenbelt in 1975 and 
soon became active in local af- 
fairs. She was elected to the 
board of directors of Greenbriar 
Phase I from 1979 to 1993. She 
served as carnival chair for the 
Labor Day Festival Committee 
from 1981 to 1997. In 1995, Da- 
vis was a member of the Project 
Design Committee that formed 
GIVES, the Greenbelt Intergen- 
erational Volunteer Exchange 
Service, of which she is a charter 
member. She was re-elected to 
the GIVES board of directors for 
a sixth term as vice president in 
June 2006. She was asked to 
be the honorary chairperson for 
the Greenbelt Pink Ribbon Ride 
from 2002 to 2004. In 2004, she 
was asked to serve on the Com- 
munity Advisory Council of the 
Greater Prince George’s Business

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Do Not Close 
The Overpass 


As concern increases over 
greenhouse gas emissions, peak oil 
and respiratory illnesses such as 
asthma, I feel we need to promote 
alternatives to the automobile, not 
shut them down. When I hear 
proposals to close the Spellman 
Overpass or to gate it at night, I 
am concerned that walking and 
bicycling are not fully recognized 
as real forms of transportation. 

This thinking is not confined to 
Greenbelt. On the Lehrer News 
Hour, U.S. Secretary of Transporta- 
tion Mary Peters was concerned 
that not all of the latest federal 
transportation bill was being spent 
wisely. She stated, “Well, there’s 
about probably some 10 percent to 
20 percent of the current spending 
that is going to projects that re- 
ally are not transportation, directly 
transportation-related. Some of that 
money 1s being spent on things like 
bike paths or trails.” She is imply- 
ing that only roads, highways and 
bridges built to carry cars and trucks 
qualify as “real” transportation infra- 
structure, while also leading us to 
believe that hiker/biker trails get a 
much larger piece of our federal 
transportation budget than the actual 
approximately 1 percent. 

The Spellman Overpass was 
made possible by federal funding. 
Secretary Peters would likely say 
it too was not “real” transportation, 
yet it is the only safe and practical 
way to walk or bicycle over the 
BW Parkway, especially at night. 
As such, it is a major transporta- 
tion conduit between points east 
and west. I regularly cycle to 
NASA Goddard over the Spellman 
Overpass and occasionally need to 
return late at night. 

The Spellman Overpass is as 
critical to walkers and cyclists as 
the nearby Greenbelt Road bridge 
is to car commuters. We cer- 
tainly have problems with crime in 
Greenbelt that need to be addressed 
but I do not feel that closing, even 
at night, a critical piece of trans- 
portation infrastructure is the solu- 
tion. We also have a problem with 
high rates of car theft, yet no one 
has proposed closing the Greenbelt 
Road bridge. Closing the Spell- 
man Overpass to reduce crime is 
like closing the Greenbelt Road 
bridge to prevent car thieves from 
escaping!

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Obituaries 
Patrick L. Pritcha rd : 


Patrick L. 
Pritchard, a 
27-year resi- 
dent of Green- 
belt died on 
Friday, August 
31, 2007, at the 
age of 82. 

He and his 
wife of 61 years, JoAnne, lived 
in 6 Court Ridge Road. He very 
much appreciated their friendly 
neighbors, the lively camaraderie 
of court parties, walks around 
the lake and the peacefulness of 
the woods that give Greenbelt its 
unique appeal. 

Pat served his country in the 
United States Navy, eight years of 
his service while in active duty. 
In WWII, he began his career as a 
radioman and code breaker aboard 
the Hunter Destroyer Escort USS 
Hubbard among other duty sta- 
tions. He had a gift for languages 
and used his knowledge of the 
German language to decode Nazi 
submarine reports and was one 
of the first to develop use of the 
HFDF (direction finder) technology 
to locate and disable U Boats that 
were destroying Allied vessels. He 
was awarded a Bronze Star for his 
role in a successful campaign. He 
attended Naval Intelligence school 
in Washington, D.C., where he 
majored in Russian language. He 
served in the rank of Lieutenant JG, 
and received the National Defense 
Service Medal. After an Honor- 
able Discharge, he re-entered the 
Navy as an Intelligence officer for 
the newly-formed National Security 
Agency in 1952 and remained there 
as part of Naval Intelligence for 
three years, finally continuing on as 
a cryptologist and intelligence ana- 
lyst for the NSA in civilian capacity 
for the next 30 years. 

He greatly loved his work as a 
cryptologist and in looking back 
on his life, he felt particularly 
satisfied that he was able to make 
some difference in keeping the 
world a safer place. He was able 
to put disparate intelligence data 
together in order to “connect the 
dots” and accurately determine 
significant threats to the US. He 
was especially proud of a report 
he wrote exposing Soviet Nuclear 
submarine production that was 
sent to Eisenhower and thus used 
to confront the Kremlin, his role 
in identifying the existence of 
Soviet missile sites via photo in- 
terpretation as a member of NPIC 
and advising Robert Kennedy and 
others of the imminent threat that 
led to the Cuban Missile Crisis 
and his efforts in putting together 
a comprehensive report identifying 
elements that would lead to the end 
of the Cold War. 

After retirement and moving to 
Greenbelt in 1980, Patrick spent a 
good portion of his remaining years 
pursuing his love for research. He 
painstakingly developed a detailed 
work (as yet unpublished) outlining 
his theories of the mathematical 
and astronomical attributes of the

Egyptian Pyramids, Stonehenge 
and other ancient sacred structures 
across the Earth. Comparing their 
properties, he formulated a con- 
vincing hypothesis that they were 
related to one another in purpose 
and design. 

He also enjoyed preparing ge- 
nealogical research to benefit sub- 
sequent generations and did so up 
until the time of his death. 

Pat was highly respected because 
of his unwavering character traits of 
integrity, humility and never com- 
promising the truth. He was a role 
model to many friends and relatives, 
especially younger generations that 
often visited to enjoy intriguing 
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discussions about philosophy, his- 
tory, political analysis and the many 
books that he loved so much. He 
was “adopted” by many of his 
children’s friends as their own. He 
loved to serve visitors as chauffeur 
and tour guide. He was always 
there to help those who needed a 
hand or were in trouble. He will 
be greatly missed. 

He is survived by his wife Jo of 
Greenbelt; his sons Marc of Ashe- 
ville, N.C., and Evan of Saugerties, 
N.Y.; daughter Lynn of Miramichi, 
N.B. Canada; sister Betty (Robert) 
of Woodstock, Ga.; two grand- 
sons, Brian and David; and several 
nieces and nephews.

NOTICE OF CHARTER AMENDMENT RESOLUTIONS 


At its regular meeting of August 13, 2007, the City Council adopted two resolutions to amend the City 
Charter. As required by state law, these resolutions will be posted in their entirety for 40 days, until Sep- 
tember 22, at the Municipal Building, as well as on the City’s Web site at www.greenbeltmd.gov. Copies 
may also be requested of the City Clerk. Each charter amendment will become effective on October 2, 
2007, unless a proper petition to submit the amendment to the voters on a referendum 1s filed as permitted 
by law. This notice is given to provide fair summaries of the two resolutions, as also required by state law. 


Charter Amendment Resolution No. 2007-1 

A Resolution . . . to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt... by Amending Section 31, Titled “Elec- 
tion of Council” to Clarify a Certain Requirement for Holding a Runoff Election: Section 31 of the City 
Charter lays out a number of situations in which a runoff election would be required to determine which 
candidates had properly been elected to the City Council. It indicates that if fewer than five candidates 
receive the required minimum number of votes (equal to 40% or more of the number of voters voting in 
the election), a runoff must be held. The amendment to the charter specifies that this would apply only 
if more than five candidates are running. In a case where only five candidates were running, no runoff 
would be required if not all five receive the minimum number of votes. 


Charter Amendment Resolution No. 2007-2 

A Resolution . . . to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt . . . to Empower the City Council to 
Require Reporting of Contributions and Expenditures Made for the Purpose of Furtherance of or Opposi- 
tion to Any Ballot Question: Section 21 of the City Charter empowers the City Council to provide for the 
reporting of contributions and expenditures made either in support of or in opposition to the nomination 
and election of candidates running for City Council. The amendment to the charter would also allow the 
City Council to require similar reporting of expenditures made in support of or opposition to any issue, 
principal or proposition submitted to the voters as a ballot question at an election. It is noted that this is 
enabling legislation only. It does not legislate a requirement for such reporting. It authorizes the Council 
to require such reporting if Council later chooses to take action to do so.

The Friday, September 7 filings 
met the District Court’s dead- 
line for filing briefs in time for 
a scheduled October 1, 2007, 
hearing on oral arguments on 
the NEPA issues involved in the 
plaintiffs’ challenge to construction 
of the ICC. The filings consisted 
of an eight-page motion requesting 
leave to file, which outlined the 
critical interests of the amicus sig- 
natories and the damage and harm 
that the ICC will cause to citizens 
of Prince George’s County. An 
attached 17-page memorandum 
of law supported the plaintiffs’ 
motion for summary judgment in 
the case. 

The motion to file argues that 
the concerns of the Prince George’s 
County Council and other govern- 
mental bodies have been “glossed 
over” in the decision-making pro- 
cess and “falsely” portrayed the 
ICC as “supported on a bipartisan 
basis by local, state and federal 
elected representatives as well as 
the public and planners.” 

The motion claims that the 
environmental impact study “re- 
lies on an obsolete master plan 
adopted in 1990, which does not 
represent the current policy and 
plans for Prince George’s County 
and ignores the [county] 2002 
General Plan.” The filing also 
points out that the environmental 
impact study also ignores the fact 
that Prince George’s County has 
deleted the ICC from its list of 
priority transportation projects in 
favor of others that better serve 
county interests for employment 
and housing growth. 

The amicus also cites the re- 
gional jobs-to-housing imbalance 
that is responsible for most of the 
congestion on the Capital Beltway 
in or near the ICC study area. It 
asserts that the ICC will exacerbate 
the harmful impact of that imbal- 
ance on Prince George’s County 
residents by wasting scarce trans- 
portation resources on the ICC in 
a non-priority area of the county 
and away from priority areas for 
economic growth designated by the 
county’s general plan. 

“If the ICC is constructed, 
growth in Prince George’s Coun- 
ty’s employment base will be 
constrained, without any improve- 
ment to east-west commuter con- 
gestion for most county residents 
and commuters,” the amicus brief 
continues. It cites “the already 
booming Montgomery County job 
market and its tax base, keeping 
Prince George’s County and its 
residents in a weaker position with 
an unbalanced economy, further 
exacerbating regional transporta- 
tion inequities and deficiencies.” 

Pollution Cited 

Finally, the amicus motion 
points out that the further pollution 
caused by the ICC and its associ- 
ated new development, combined 
with more flooding and erosion 
will undermine Prince George’s 
County’s efforts to improve the 
Anacostia watershed. 

Memorandum of Law 

The memorandum of law con- 
tinues arguments made in the mo- 
tion regarding distortions and mis- 
characterizations of actual county 
plans and positions relating to the 
ICC contained in the environmen- 
tal impact study. It charges that 
these distortions reflect a serious 
flaw in decision-making on the 
project. 

The plaintiffs claim that the pro- 
posed project ignores the current 
planning objectives and goals from 
every local land use authority. 

In their opposing briefs, both 
FHWA and SHA assert that “[aJn 
east-west regional highway facility 


has long been part of local trans- 
portation plans in order to support 
the region’s orderly growth.” The 
amicus, on the contrary, notes that 
“state and local limited resources 
simply do not permit continued 
sprawl development in non-prior- 
ity areas such as that served by 
the ICC.” 

Despite repeated attempts by 
Prince George’s County to correct 
the distortion of its position, the 
environmental impact statement 
makes no attempt to reconcile 
the inconsistency and apparently 
buried the only acknowledgment 
of the county’s formal opposi- 
tion to the ICC in an appendix. 
It instead makes no mention of 
Prince George’s County’s long 
record of formal opposition to the 
ICC, despite the SHA’s aware- 
ness of such opposition. “Indeed, 
the SHA’s brief, according to the 
memorandum, even boldly as- 
serts that the ICC is supported 
on a bipartisan basis by local and 
state and federal elected represen- 
tatives as well as the public and 
planners. These characterizations 
are flatly contrary to the record 
within Prince George’s County,” 
the memorandum states. The 
memorandum asserts that the fail- 
ure to acknowledge and address 
the official and frequently stated 
positions of the single body within 
Prince George’s County respon- 
sible for land use and planning 
represents a serious flaw in the 
NEPA process. 

The final argument is that the 
environmental impact statement 
fails to take into account economic 
development impacts resulting 
from state reprioritization of county 
comprehensive planning policies. 
It ctiticizes a study by the Univer- 
sity of Maryland to “purportedly 
analyze economic impacts from 
the ICC stating,” characterizing 
it as mostly the construction and 
use of questionnaires, surveys and 
interviews to see whether business 
owners “thought” they would eco- 
nomically benefit from or be more 
likely to relocate their business (or 
retain their business location) near 
the ICC. The memorandum notes 
that “. . . based upon this flawed 
study, the FEIS suggests that the 
ICC would serve to stimulate eco- 
nomic development at the Kon- 
terra Business Campus in Prince 
George’s County. However, the 
study ignored the constrained local 
roadway capacity in that area and 
the limitations on potential zoning 
increases.” 

Conclusion 

The memorandum of law con- 
cludes that the claim in the sup- 
porters’ briefs that the ICC has 
been reconfirmed by the coun- 
ty’s and the region’s comprehen- 
sive plans and has broad support 
among elected officials is nothing 
more than political rhetoric and 
extraordinary selective references 
from obsolete documents that 
ignore the last 10 years of Prince 
George’s County land use and 
transportation policy developments. 
The ICC is itself a product of out- 
dated transportation thinking that 
is out of step with current land 
use and transportation policies, the 
suit claims. 

As noted above, oral arguments 
on the NEPA issues in the ICC 
challenges are scheduled for Octo- 
ber 1, 2007, at the Federal District 
Court in Greenbelt. The plaintiffs 
indicate there may be an opportu- 
nity for additional filings relating 
to air quality issues that are also 
part of the ICC challenge. The 
date scheduled for oral arguments 
for that portion of the suits chal- 
lenging the ICC is October 29.

special guests with Principal’s 
Awards for special school heroes. 
Those awarded included Judith 
Davis, the mayor of Greenbelt; 
Oretha Bridgewaters, the regional 
assistant superintendent of Prince 
George’s County School’s Region 
2; Mike Fisher, a PGCPS security 
guard positioned at the school; 
Marty Parker, an officer with the 
Greenbelt Police Department; and 
David Lange, the school’s volun- 
teer coordinator. 

In her first year as Greenbelt 
Elementary School principal Se- 
idel wanted the school’s Patriot 
Day event to not focus on the 
sorrow associated with the day but 
rather on the pride in national and 
school heroes. 

“I think we had the positive 
twist of celebrating our heroes and 
that’s what I want it to be: our 
school heroes,” Seidel said. “[The 
students] are familiar with the 
police officers like Marty Parker. 
They see these guys around and 
it’s an opportunity for us to be 
able to recognize them for all the 
hard work that they do and have a 
positive twist on it.” 

The assembly concluded with 
students and staff holding hands in 
what was previously scheduled to 
be a “community circle” but due 
to inclement weather, students and 
staff held hands in rows across the 
auditorium. The call for holding 
hands caused the auditorium to 
erupt in reluctant groans; however 
students, wincingly in some cases, 
took each other’s hands to sing a 
patriotic song and end the assem- 
bly with a celebration of unity. 

Although the students at Green- 
belt Elementary are too young to 
remember the events or had not yet 
been born that tragic day, Mayor 
Davis believes it is important for 
young children to learn about and 
to remember September 11. 

“You need to know about [what 
happened] so you don’t repeat his- 
tory,” Davis said. “Remember 
that people suffered. It’s not just 
a sound bite on TV.” 

Second graders in Mary Mullen- 
nix’s class, Sofie Dabelko and Evan 
Candey, were only about a year old 
in 2001, yet have an idea of what 
Patriot Day means to them. 

“Lots of people died. There 
were firefighters that died,” Da- 
belko said. “Everyone went to try 
to help people.” 

“What I think it basically 
means is it’s honoring our country 
and our flag,” Candey said.

Annual Peace Vigil Carries 
On Despite Carnival Set Up

The third annual Greenbelt 
Peace Vigil was moved to Roos- 
evelt Center, as the usual meeting 
place in front of the library was 
covered with carnival equipment, 
somewhat resembling the military 
equipment we want to see moved 
out of Iraq. 

Folks started coming into the 
Center and sat around the Mother 
and Child statue until 6:12 p.m., 
when the announcements started. 
Nathan Harrington, a MoveOn. 
Org organizer, told us that over 
600 groups around the country 
were meeting at the same time. 
The goal is to bring the troops 
home safe and now. Over 3700 
have died, 25,000 have been 
wounded and 70,000 to 200,000 
Iraqis have also been killed. 

The speeches stopped when 
Ocelia Pearsall, the other 
MoveOn.Org organizer, came 
with a basket of War Toll Cal- 
endars. These were the lists 
of soldiers who had died every 
day during 2007 and their home 
towns, plus the weekly numbers 
of wounded. We then took turns 
reading these names for nearly 
an hour. 

While the readings were go- 
ing on I asked a few of the folks 
in the Center what they thought 
about the vigil. One said, “It’s a 
very good, positive thing. They 
want the troops to be here and 
not dying.” 

A Center regular said, “I’m 
tired of my taxes going for un- 
resolved issues. I have a friend 
who’s only 21-22, training kids 
to go to Iraq.” One Greenbelter 
thought it might be more effec- 
tive if done down in front of the 
White House. 

By 6:30, when names from 
March 16 were being read, the 
crowd had swelled to 26. Sev- 
eral shoppers stopped to watch 
and some participated. Employ- 


ees from the Co-op came out for 
their breaks and watched for a 
while. At 6:35 two folks in mo- 
torized wheelchairs came by. 

I suddenly noticed that almost 
all of the fatalities were from 
small towns. I heard Baltimore 
mentioned a few times and LA 
and Chicago once each but I 
never heard New York, Boston 
or Philadelphia mentioned. In 
fact small towns and small cities 
seemed to be called with equal 
frequency. 

I knew some of the Midwest- 
ern small towns well and noticed 
further that college towns, with 
their preponderance of draft-age 
youth, were not being called. I 
suspect that this 1s because in 
college towns and big cities the 
Bill of Rights Defense Commit- 
tees have been somewhat success- 
ful in getting kids to opt out of 
being pressured into the military. 
The most named towns were in 
California and Texas. 

By the end 24 people had 
read. Vigil candles in glass hold- 
ers were passed out and Shirley 
Middleton reminded us that there 
are even more fatalities in Iraq of 
Americans killed in nonmilitary 
situations. She also noted that 
many babies are being born de- 
formed from depleted uranium in 
the environment. And 68 percent 
of those dying are in the 17 to 
25 age group, affecting the entire 
generation. 

Several of us spoke of our 
concerns for the children and 
young adults and our country’s 
future. After a moment of si- 
lence announcements were made 
of the marches on the National 
Mall on September 15 and Oc- 
tober 27. It was a vigil that we 
will remember for many years, at 
the turning point where we have 
started winning the war of reason 
over fear.
